Elba W&E Board considering surge 
protection for electrical system

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Tuesday, June 11th and 
heard a presentation on a program to 
lease surge protectors to users of the 
Elba electric system. The units are 
designed to filter out electrical surg- 
es which can damage electronics and 
other household appliances. 

No decision has been made, but 
board members are considering of- 
fering this additional service to the 
citizens. 

The board approved an ad- 
vertising program in co-operation 
with Alabama Electric Co-op. The 
wholesale power supplier will pay 
50% of the cost of approved ad- 
Vertising in The Elba Cliper and on 
WELB/WZTZ. 

Monthly bills totaling $28,665.99 
were approved for payment. This in- 
cluded $14,034.98 for electric in- 
ventory, $8511.61 for water in- 
ventory, $1448.40 for vehicle repair 
and maintenance and $162.00 for 
water treatment chemicals. 

Water supervisor Dennis Cole- 
man reported the water department 


handled 49 work orders, including 
repairs to 26 leaks. He noted that 
continuous testing of the water sup- 
ply has shown no problems which 
would alarm ADEM. 

He said that a drinking water 
problem on Highland Drive is being 
solved by regular draining of the 
lines. 

Board Chairman Tim Johnson re- 
viewed the financial statements with 
the board and noted the hot summer 
electrical use has caught up with the 
department. He explained that usage 
was about a million KWH above 
billing for the past month. It will be 
cool fall days before the utility bill- 
ing “catches up” with this surge. 

Expenses are still up year-to-date. 
He said this is due largely to the add- 
ed expenses of Hurricane Opal. 

Accounts Receivable were at 
$2492.80. Johnson discussed one un- 
named business account which was 
behind on payments. Board mem- 
bers stressed this customer should 
keep payments up, just as other users 
must do. City Clerk Henry Clark 
was instructed to inform this custom- 
er that the bill must be paid. 


State agencies combine efforts to 
slow drivers down in work zones 


The Alabama Department of 
Transportation (ALDOT), in con- 
junction with the Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, recently im- 
plemented a pilot program called the 
Construction Zone Traffic Control 
Program. 

Under this program, the transpor- 
tation department will determine the 
need for traffic enforcement and 
speed control in selected major con- 
struction work zone areas. 

The department of public safety 
will allocate troopers in marked pa- 
trol cars to be stationed at or near the 
specified construction site to monitor 
traffic. 

Troopers assigned to the detail 
will focus on aggressive enforce- 
ment of the limit and other 
traffic laws in and around the con- 
struction work zones, 

They will also be available to as- 
sist motorists and provide other ser- 
vices as necessary, 

“Road contractors are all to famil- 
iar with the horrors of work zone ac-

cidents and fatalities,” said Trans- 
portation Director Jimmy Butts. 


“ALDOT research indicates that 
this year, approximately 20 people 
will die and 500 more will be injured 
in work zone accidents on Alabama 
roadways,” said Butts. 

The construction and mainte- 
hance projects designed to improve 
the interstate and highway systems 
in Alabama require department em- 
ployees, as well as private contractor 
personnel, to work in areas of close 
proximity to moving vehicles, 

“On-going efforts to improve our 

State’s roadways often result in re- 
stricted use of the roadway and traf- 
fic congestion,” said Maj. L. S. Ray, 
Chief of Public Safety’s Highway 
Patrol Division. ‘Motorists should 
remember to obey reduced speed 
limits and drive with caution in these 
areas, 
“The new enforcement program 
will help ensure the safety of both 
workers and motorists in road con- 
struction zones.”

Here is another report on qualifying for City of Elba elections. Next 
Tuesday, July 2nd, is the day Alabama law designates for the may- 
or to call the election. In a conversation with City Clerk Henry 
Clark on Monday, here is the official policy they will follow at city 
hall. The mayor will call the election as authorized. The order will 
be posted in*three places around town and published in Thursday's 
issue of this newspaper. However, candidates will be allowed to 
qualify, beginning at 8:00 a.m. on Tuesday, since the resolution has 
been posted in the three public places. Alabama law does allow for 
the posting of such papers when there is no local newspaper. There 
is no local paper on that day, therefore candidates may start qualify- 
ing, Clark says. Personally, we don’t care, even though we read the 
law differently. But, that is a gray area at best. We are advising any 
potential candidate to WAIT until after the publication in the news- 
paper. Candidates have until 5:00 p.m., July 16th to qualify and 
time of qualifying will not make one hill-of-beans difference in get- 
ting a name on the ballot, a particular location on the ballot, nor 
should it influence one single vote. It COULD cause a losing candi- 
date to use this early qualifying as an excuse to sue the early quali- 
fier and win-lose-draw, it ain’t worth the hassle. In this sue happy 
environment, it would be a shame to win after a clean, hard fought 
battle, only to have to defend a lawsuit from a bitter loser, or any 
citizen of Elba who might not like the election results.

More Secret Files Pilfered by Clinton White House 


Since [commented last week 
on the revelation that the Clinton 
White House had improperly obtained 
hundreds of confidential FBI back- 


ground files on former employees of 


the Bush and Reagan administrations, 
there is news of still more files wind- 
ing up in the hands of White House 
political operatives. 

What's more, this Adminis- 
tration has a history of such impropri 
ely beginning just months after Mr. 
Clinton took office. 

Some seven days ago, it was 
disclosed that approximately 340 per- 
sons reportedly had had their FBI 
personal background files pilfered by 
the Clinton White House, 

In the days since, ithas been 
learned that the total was really up- 
wards of 400, And the listseems to be 
growing by the day. Meanwhile, the 
Clinton White House calls this mas- 
sive violation of the civil rights of 
hundreds of citizens a “bureaucratic 
snafu — a mistake. 

If you feel like you’ ve heard 
this before, you're right. Toward the 
end of 1993, President Bill Clinton’s 
first year in office, press reports 
emerged of astrikingly similarcase at 
the U.S. State Department. 

Here’s what The Washing- 
ton Post wrote on September 1, 1993: 
“Clinton Administration officials, go- 
ing through the files of Bush Admin- 
istration holdovers at the State De- 
partment, recently requested the per- 
sonnel files of 160 political appoin- 
tees from the department's archives 
in Maryland.” 

These 160 personnel files 
contained a complete history of the 
employee including his/her back- 
ground check, medical history, per- 


formance evaluations and even fi- 
nancial reports. 

Incredibly, the Clinton Ad- 
ministration officials who were 
searching these files actually leaked 
the contents of at least two of them to 
the national media. Keepin mind that 
all of this information is protected by 
the Privacy Act and a violation of this 
Act is a misdemeanor offense which 
is accompanied by a $5,000 fine. 

At the time, the State 
Department's Inspector General con- 
ducted an investigation into the file 
search and subsequent leak to the 
press of confidential material. 

While he found evidence of 
clear violations of the Privacy Act, 
the official Clinton Administration 
response was that the acquisition of 
these 160 files was a ‘mistake’, The 
files had been obtained 'by mistake’ 
from storage after requesting other 
materials. 

Does any of this sound fa- 
miliar? And what of the Inspector 
Gencral’s investigation? The case 
was turned over to the Justice Depart- 
ment where Attorney General Janet 
Reno sat on it. 

As | stated last week, the 
House Government Reform and Over- 
sight Committee has already begun a 
series of hearings into the matter. Itis 
hoped that this time justice will be 
served. 

FBI director Louis Freeh 
said it best: “The prior system of 
providing files to the White House 
relied on good faith and honor. Un- 
fortunately the FBI and I were vic- 
timized. I promise the American 
people it will not happen again.” 

Congress must do its part to 
assist Director Freeh in that effort.

Elderly persons need disaster plans

Wh. would you do if the ba- 
sic service: - water, gas, electricity, 
ortelephon - were cut off? 

Last yea * bout with Hurricane 
Opal found iny residents in Ala- 
bama and Flo da unprepared for the 
emergency the ’ came face to face 
with, It is imp ‘ant that all people 
know what to «9 in an emergency 
situation such as hurricane, but it is 
essential that eiderly people and 
those with specia! needs prepare a 
disaster plan, 

You cannot count on having 
county agencies and shelters that are 
equi to meet special needs or 
count on having elect icity and water 
in your own home. The Coffee 
County Emergency Management 
Agency has a few su, zestions for 
elderly and disabled p-rsons con- 
cerning emergency pee ations. 

First of all, no elderly or dis- 
abled person should remain at home 
alone during a natural disaster. If 
you choose to remain in your home, 
make sure there is someone with you 
who could help you make emergen- 
cy repairs to your home or assist you 
with your special needs, 

*Think ahead about your depen- 
dency on electricity. If you are un- 
able to tolerate heat or require oxy- 
gen, nutrition or medicine through 
pumps, staying at home is probably 
not a wise choice. If your health 
needs would be put in a crisis with- 
out adequate care or electricity, you 
may need to go to a hospital during 
the emergency. 

eMake sure you have a phone that 
plugs directly into a phone jack at 
your side during the crisis. Most 
cordless phones require electricity to 
work even if phone lines are still in- 
tact. Consider this in case you need 
to call for help. Also keep a list of 
current phone numbers for family, 
close friends, and emergency agen- 
cies, next to the phone.

bel medication to last at 

t a week. You never know how 
long it may be before debris is 
cleared off the roads and stores can 
open for business. 

Store as much water as possible. 
Fill bathtubs and any containers with 
water for drinking and at-home use. 
You could even consider filling your 
washing machine and using your 
swimming pool for water at-home 
use. People in rural areas often de- 
pend on electric pumps for their wa- 
ter. When the power goes off, the 
water does too. Even people on wa- 
ter systems never know when a wa- 
ter line will be contaminated during 
a natural disaster. 

Keep a seven day supply of non- 
perishable foods on hand. Be sure 
you have a manual (hand operated) 
can-opener since your electric can- 
opener will not work when the elec- 
tricity goes off. 

eMake sure flashlights have new 
batteries and you have back-up bat- 
teri 


es. 

Be careful when using candles in 
your home and be extra careful to 
avoid falls. Emergency crews may 
not be able to respond as quickly to a 
fire or crisis during or after a storm. 

eClosely monitor the radio, TV, 
or NOAA Weather Radio for weath- 
er information and official bulletins 
as the storm approaches, 

If you choose to leave or are 
evacuated from your home to a shel- 
ter, here are a few suggestions to 
make your stay in the shelter more 
comfortable. 

The shelter will not be equipped 
to meet your individual health needs. 
Be sure to take enough of your pre- 
scription medication and medi 
supplies to last at least three days.

scene; he positioned his car, with 
emergency lights on to wam ap- 
proaching traffic of the accident. 

A pick-up truck smashed into the 
rear of Moates car, with him in it. He 
was not hurt; however his car was 
totaled in the crash.
